SMOOTH SPOTS ONROUGH ROAD 
FOILED MOTTY FOR A WHILE BUT 
INGENUITY MAKES W A Y EASIER 
Daylight saving, a war time in­ 
novation, is being 
adopted 
for 
peace time pursuits for the sum­ 
mer months by 
an 
increasing 
number of cities each year. And 
with the spread of the custom to 
sm aller communities, it is pos­ 
sible that before long Gettysburg 
borough fathers will 
be 
faced 
with the proptNtal to vote for or 
against daylight saving—that is, 
moving the clock ahead one hour 
during 
the 
summer 
months. 
There are argument* 
for and 
against it. 


The heaviest parcel in the load 
of one of the rural mail carriers 
at the local office is carried and 
delivered every rainy day, and the 
government never collects a cent 
postage for the trouble its em­ 
ploye has in safely delivering the 
package. 
The spring rains and nature are 
the causes of all this extra labor, 
but the inventive genius o f the 
bearer of the burden makes his 
job considerably easier. 
Maurice “M otty” McCullough, 
who serves residents in Cumber­ 
land township with mail daily and 
has been doing th at job since the 
rural routes were started here in 
1900, had a particularly bad piece 
of road to travel over, the chief 
trouble bemar a huge rock, worn 
smooth with the travel of dec­ 
ades, 
across 
which 
he 
was 
forced to go. 
With the rains of the last few 
weeks the rock’s surface had be­ 
come as smooth as plate glass 
and about as easy to stand on as 
the last mentioned article. Every 
time “Motty” tried to navigate 
this spot the wheels of his car 
would not take hold and he was 
forced to ask aid in having his 
car pushed off the smooth surface. 
This daily procedure soon be­ 
came a bore to the usual jovial 
carrier and he racked his brain 
to find some remedy to help him 


out of his predicament. 
Finally 
he hit upon a method, but safe­ 
guarded it from prying eyes un­ 
til it was proven practical. 
It was several days after his 
last stick-up th a t some of his 
patrons became puzzled because 
they had not been called upon to 
tow the mail car off the “greased 
road” and an investigation, un­ 
official, was immediately ordered. 
A guard was posted 
at 
the 
rock and aw aited the approach 
of Motty. 
Finally his car was 
seen lurching down the road, un­ 
til it came within a few feet of 
the rock, when “M otty” descend­ 
ed ami gravely taking a large 
sack from the tonneau of the 
machine approached the rock. 
Opening his sack he reached 
in and was soon going through 
the motions of a person sowing 
a field of wheat by the hand pro­ 
cess. 
Seeing that the job was 
done to his satisfaction he craw l­ 
ed back into the machine again 
and without further ado whizzed 
across his form er barrier. 
The sentry hurried to the rock, 
as soon as “M otty” lurched out of 
sight and found—gravel. 
“ lf the county won’t fix the 
road there, 111 keep on carrying 
enough stone during the rainy 
weather until I have the whole 
road hard-surfaced,” “Motty" has 
declared.

At the very last as he was 
climbing before straightening out for 
the start of his northward dash the 
plane weighed by 
a 
load 
of 
5150 
pounds barely cleared 
a 
string 
of 
telegraph wires. 
Has Narrow Escapes 
A few seconds before it had almost 
struck a road scraper as he was at­ 
tempting to get off the ground. Three 
times the plane struck soft spots and 
bounded into the air always 
coming 
back to earth and finally straighten­ 
ing out after 
seconds of hesitation 
which seemed minutes to the anxious 
spectators.
